niriiii containod in tba. able and tbril- 
ling dofument, lb* Addrrea from the 
Confcronco to tbn Colonutu of Auatrs- 
lin—a iiromiar: which we luavo now 
mucU pliMnuro in fulttlling. 

To jrcraona who hold ripht riewg as to 
the sacredntu of obligation™ Tol.jjituriljf 
undertaken, whether by private itidivi- 
duuU or by Mini.torn of State, no part of 
thi* Addroen will appear more painfully 
impressive than that in which the Hrilish 
UuremiriEnt are chnrged with having 
Tiolattfd eucb obligation* in their Irent- 
ment of Van UiemenV l,and. About 
fuiir yeara ago, the frightful dctnornji!*- 
tion which raged tbruuiiliout that un- 
buppy nclllcnicrit, in consequence uf Ibe 
awitrms of Jtritiuh feloru who bad tie^n 
east upon her ahorei, came to be to 
clearly understood by the proient l're. 
roier. und by hia colleague* at tho heud 
of the Home and Colonial Depart- 
ment* respectively, that in the face 
of Parliament those .Minister, declared 
their pbboTTcnce of the ayatern which 
hud produced a tUte of lhin(ra to revolt- 
ing, and avowm* (heir dctennination to 
put an end to it with all practicable 
■petid, This determination a'gi offi- 
cially communicated to the Lieutenant- 
Governor of tho island. ISir William 
IIemwis, who duly announced it to 
the local legislature ; and for a brief 
season it win acted upon, transportation 
having for a year or two been (liacon- 
tinued. 8",!. while the colonial" were 
rejoicinft in the deliverance which al 
length had tliun been achieved for their 
country, the astotindiTij; fact waa matte 
knuwn tn tlietn that not only was trau*.

but Htit MAJUjiTv'a fJuvernment had 
deli btro u ly made up their minfN thn[. in 
spite of the knuwn wtehr-H of the free 
community, and in defiance of ill con- 
(idcrationi of public m«ralr, a penal 
settlement Van UiemenV land ahoulil 
continue to be, if .ml perj eel u illy, m lentt 
for an indefinite series of ycar-r, nnd «i> 
lotij? ,i* llinisters ahould think fit. This 
policy hm been carried out, and is 1n.-in|! 
acted upon at the present hour. " Trrins- 
piirialitin," says the Addresn. " in all its 
J appalling extent, in afriiin directed to the 
| devoted shores of Tanrrtania.' 1 Here is a 
breach of faith dishonourable ti) t he fair 
diadem of England — a breach of fnith 
more open, more hra?,en-fnecii, mure 
aeandaluu*, than any recurded in the 
niudi-m annnla of our nation. Agninst 
it, the Conference appeal* »olcrarily to 
all the colonists of .Amtrilii, and t» all 
ihe peojile nf the United Kingdom. In 
neither c*.-e can the appeal be disre- 
garded. 

Ju.tly doea the Address deplore the 
infafjatitin of Western Ansir.ilin, in 
havinir, of her own free will, invoked the 
Home Uovtrnment tu dt'irrade her from a 
free to p penal eidony ; and eharilably 
does it gngrmw that, previously untainted 
by (to presence of Brilish felons, .)ie 
surmised not her awful calamity, as re- 
gards either the present lime or the 
loiij; vista of the future, when she 
committed that ranh and desperate act. 
" But her day of rctrihulin.i in ul hand. 
Her future hi*torUns may dilate upon her 
mid*, bridge*, and public edifices, and 
her docks ud herds roaming upon a 
thousand hills . but he may alio mourn the 
moral bankruptcy of ber society, the daily 
rtseurrin^ tragedies upon these road* and 
among thew paatnre* — robber;-, violence, 



pernapa have no right to inlcrlcte, fturihe 
than discarding her as a dishonoured 
•ister. Hut such i* not the cast — far 
otherwise. The whole Australasian 
family is deeply concerned ; for in the 
ojes of the world the dingTa.ce of one of 
ita members ia the disgrace of all. " Kut 
■till more immediately does it concern 
u*," it is remarked in the Address, 
" when we reflect that the rapid progress 
of inland ncttlernenl throughout this mat 
terrilnry, and above all the anticipated 
early introduction of s-team naviguti in 
along its shores, will shortly unite us 
iu much more immediate associa- 
tion with our presently remote 
and isolated neighbour, and thus 
interpose a new and powerful hin- 
drance to the earnest erfhrts we are now 
making for the welfare of our country." 
These remark), of course, apply ai forci- 
bly 1 to Moreton Bay as lo Western Aus- 
tralia : with reference to our own colony, 
they apply with much grenter force. 

The Address refers to our criminal 
courts, and to our asylums and hospitals, 
as affording proofs and illustrations of 
the debasing effects of the convict 
system. And well is this great truth 
trarne out, yea, fully demonstrated, by 
the exporieneo of New South Wilea. 

First, as regards our courts nf mmirial 
jurisdiction. In IBID, (he lust year of 
our pcnnl hid lory, the total number 
of convictions throughout the co- 
lony, for felonies and misdemeanours, 
was 632 ; in 1849, the number was only 
GliH. a diminution of 164, or about 
twenty per cent. Hut lonk at these num- 
bers relatively tn those of our populating 
In 1K4(1 the inhabitants of the enlony 
numbered only 12U.00H; while intH(!l 
they numbered 24(i,tlOf>. The ratio of 
cormetiuttt to population was, therefore, 
in the first of these years, 1 in 1 5« : and 
in the last, only 1 in 369. 

Then, took at our institutions of cha- 
rity, our asylums for the destitute poor, 
and our hospitals and infirmaries fur the 
indigent sick, It was nnly the other .lay 
that we had occasion to point out the 
cunnexion between coneiclism and pnu. 
periem, as shown by the classification of 
lhf inmates within the walls of the He- 
nevolent Asylum of this city. Thoie 
inmates, on the Ml at December laal, 
eictusivo of children, numbered 414 : 
and of these not fewer than lil 3, or more 
than three-fourths, had come to the 
colony under sentence of transportation. 
Amongst the adult inmates, only 5 1 were 
free immigrants, and only 9 Auslriilinns 
by hirtti. 

•The concluding word" nf this touching 
Address are worthy of its cause. Legal 
and moral resistance alone is contem- 
plated. "We are not here." say the 
delegate*; in Conference assembled, " as 
advocates for violence, disloyalty, or re- 
bellion ; and it i( gratifying to have 
experienced, in the issue of the noble 
example set to us at the colony nf the 
Pane, that a British Parliament and a 
British public will not regard in so 
unjust, so inapplicable a light, our un- 
eompromUing effort to avert from our 
society the pollution of crime,"
